How? Iu this way,

label may bo lost, and tho drug placad in a 
cupboard, whence it may bo carelessly taken 
and used by mistake for baking-powder. 
Tho result is a caso of accidental poisoning. 
Tho first question asked in such cttaoa is 
'Whoro was tho poison purchased?1 "With- 
out knowing tbo circumstances of tho caso 
nt all thoughtless people at onco jump to tbe 
conclusion that tbe. mistake was the drug- 
gist'.-:, Many a pharmacist's reputation has 
boon blighted in this way, and the evil in so 
great that our State association has advlsod 
that all druggist* color arionlc— according 
to a formula which doos not Interfere with 
its properties — before selling it, so that it 
may by no po33ibilifcy bo mistaken for any- 
thing cl;e. 


POISONS AND ANTIDOTES. 


"0-Talic acid has boon taken in a number 


of cases for opsom salts, which it somewhat 
resemble';, the crystals of the acid being 
much coaraor than thoso o£ tho salts, bow- 
ovor. When it has boen taken by mtotake 
the symptoms are unmistakablo. They are 
exquliito pain, violent efforts to vomit, dull- 
nets, languor, debility, and finally death 
without a -struggle in a vary abort timo 
after taking tho poison. Thoro is but little 
hope with this poison; but it an antidote bo 
tnkon at once it may bo affective. 
Chalk or 


magnesia mixed wita water, and adminis- 
tered in largo doses, is tha best that con bo 
usod; bur if. not to be had at once white- 
wash, swallowed in quantitios, may sorvo 
tho purpose of a counteractaut. 


"In cases wharo morphine baa been tukon 


through mistake for quinine tbo symptoms 
will bu tuatof laudanum poisoning, in which 
drowsiness is the prominent feature. An 
emetic should bo at once administered, euch 
as 
mustard-flour, 
followed 
by 
copious 


draughts of warm water, after which all 
the attention is to bo given to keeping tbe 
patient awalo and in constant motion, 
CofTeo in largo and strong doses will often 
promote ivakefuiness when other efforts 
fail. 


"Corrosive sublimate has boon mistaken 


for washing soda, and loft about within tbo 
reach of children; but arsenic captures 
more victims than all tho others. 


AFTER SWALLOWING AMENIC. 


"When you havo poisonod yourself with 


tirsonio a fetid stato of the moutb will be 
llrst noticed, followed by continued hawk- 
ing, 
constriction of tbo pharynx and esoph- 


agus or throat, hiccough, . nausea, inflam- 
mation of tho lip*, tongue and throat, vom- 
iting, thirst and alternations of boat and 
icy coldness. 


"Tho 
Grst thing to IM dono, in case no 


emetic bo handy, is to thrust a feather, or 
even a unircr, down your throat sufQciontly 
to bring about tho doJrod result. Swallow 
milk, whito of oggs, and water, or flour and 
water. 
Follow this with Corrlc hydrate, 


which ii tho best antidote known, in quan- 
titio.; at least twelve times as groat as tho 
amount of arsenic taken." Tho antidote is 
innocent, however, aud may bo swallowed 
in':ilmo~t any quantity. 
It should bo given

-•iilults, nnd a te.aspoonful for children, avorv 
tivo or ton minutes."
